LITTLE CHURCH AROUND THE CORNER: Romantic setting in a small 
garden. Revered by the theatrical folk. The Gretna Green of 
New York. 

1 East 29th Street. 


_ GRAND CENTRAL TERMINAL: A huge train depot and terminal of 
the New York Central Railroad. 
42nd Street and Park Avenue. 


UNITED NATIONS: Home of the world’s representatives to council 
on peace, war and the world’s social ills. 
42nd Street and 1st Avenue. 


GREENWICH VILLAGE: One of the most colorful districts of New 
York. A bohemian atmosphere featuring, artists, writers, sculp- 
ture, composers, poets, actors, actresses and beatniks. 

South of 14th Street from 5th Avenue to the Hudson River. 


EMPIRE STATE BUILDING: Towering high above the clouds. The 
tallest building in the world (102 stories) 1470 feet tall. 
34th Street and Fifth Avenue. 


PORT AUTHORITY BUS TERMINAL: World's largest. Shops, escala- 
tors, roof garage, every modern facility for the bus patron. 
41st Street and 8th Avenue. 


PENNSYLVANIA TERMINAL: Tremendous train terminal for Pennsyl- 
vania R. R. and the Long Island R. R. Shops and Restaurants. 
32nd Street and 7th Avenue. 


TIMES SQUARE: The heart and mecca of the entertainment world. 
Fun, frolic, theatres, night-clubs, cafes, restaurants, hotels, 
shops and noise. 

On Broadway from 42nd Street to 52nd Street. 


HAYDEN PLANETARIUM: An impressive dome-shaped building with 
an exact replica of the heavens. Projection apparatus control 
the movement of 9000 stars and planets. Unexcelled for 
fascination and educational entertainment. Part of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History. 
81st Street and Central Park West. 


SHEA STADIUM (baseball): Flushing Meadows, Flushing. 


PARK AVENUE: The avenue synonymous with wealth, elegance and 
luxury in living. Here also abounds the consulates and missions 
of many foreign countries. 
45th to 96th Streets. 


ST. PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL: A massive, impressive sight. Gothic in 
style. One of the most beautiful Churches in America. 
50th Street and 5th Avenue. 


CENTRAL PARK PLAZA: An eye-filling area of statues and monu- 
ments, hotels and the southernmost entrance to Central Park. 
59th Street and 5th Avenue. 


CENTRAL PARK ZOO AND WOLLMAN MEMORIAL: A relaxing diver- 
sion for the visitor. A great variety of animal life. Skating at 
the Wollman Memorial and of course Central Park.

FRICK ‘MUSEUM: A beautiful collection of furnishings and works 
of art in the former home of Henry C. Frick.

PUBLIC LIBRARY: Ranks foremost with the largest libraries in the 
world. 3,500,000 books, art galleries, rare books, stamp col- 
lections, manuscripts. 
42nd Street and Fifth Avenue. 


ROCKEFELLER CENTER: A group of 16 ultra-modern structures. Out- 
door plaza, skating rink, gardens, promenades, statues, shops, 
restaurants. 
50th Street and Fifth Avenue. 


MUSEUM OF MODERN ART: An exhibition of American and Foreign 
works of art. Outdoor garden, restaurant. 
11 West 53rd Street. 


COLISEUM: A world center for exhibitions, trade shows, and con- 
ventions. 3 huge floors containing 300,000 square feet for 
exposition purposes. 
59th Street and Broadway. 


NEW YORK HISTORICAL SOCIETY: Exhibits portraying the develop- 
ment of the United States with emphasis on New York. Fine 
collection of art and excellent library. 
76th Street and Central Park West. 


AMERICAN MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY: A huge structure con- 
taining every variety of animal, reptile, bird and aquatic life 
exhibited in their natural habitat. 
79th Street and Central Park West. 


CATHEDRAL OF ST. JOHN THE DIVINE: When completed will be the 
largest Cathedral in the world. Construction began 1892. Com- 
Located between 110th and 113th Streets and Amsterdam 
Avenue and Morningside Drive. 


ROERICH MUSEUM: Exhibition of paintings, sculpture and objects 
of art. 
107th Street and Riverside Drive. 


GRANTS TOMB: A marble monument containing the remains of 
General Grant and Mrs. Grant. Ante-rooms contain Civil War 


battle flags. 
122nd Street and Riverside Drive. 


THE HISPANIC SOCIETY OF AMERICA: Museum and library devoted 
to the art and literature of Spain and Portugal. 
156th Street and Broadway. 


AMERICAN GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY: Excellent collection of early 
maps in flat and global form. 
156th Street and Broadway. 


MUSEUM OF THE AMERICAN INDIAN: Chronicle of the life of the 
American Indian. Collection of Indian relics and artifacts. 
155th Street and Broadway. 


STATUE OF LIBERTY: World’s most famous statue. Symbol of Free- 
dom for all mankind. Donated by France, cementing eternal 
friendship. 

Located on Liberty Island in New York Harbor. 


BATTERY PARK: Site of West Battery fortification now known as 
Castle Clinton. The park is replete with statuary and manu- 
ments. Excellent view of the harbor. Circle Line Statue Ferry 
to Liberty Island. 

Whitehall Street at foot of Manhattan Island. 


BOWLING GREEN: Oldest park in the city. Used as a training ground 
during the Revolutionary War. Many legends surround this 
small piece of ground. 

Broadway and Whitehall Street. 


CUSTOM HOUSE: Site of Fort Amsterdam. Later Government House, 
Presidential Mansion to be. Fire destroyed it in 1815. Faces 
Bowling Green and Broadway. 

Broadway and Whitehall Street. 


FRAUNCES TAVERN: Historical landmark. Home of Sons of the 
Revolution. Founded over 200 years ago. Here General Wash- 
ington delivered farewell address to his officers. Restaurant 
and museum. 

Broad and Pearl Streets. 


WALL STREET: Fascinating area of city. Synonymous throughout 
world as the center of finance and trade. During business hours 
a hectic beehive of activity. 
Broadway and Wall Street. 





GEORGE WASHINGTON BRIDGE: Second largest bridge. Its span is 
3,500 feet. Lower deck installed. Connects New York and New 
Jersey over the Hudson River. 
179th Street and Broadway.. 


CLOISTERS: A wonderful collection of medieval works of art and 
examples of medieval architecture set in exact replica of that 
period. 

Fort Tryon Park. 191st St. and Ft. Washington Ave. 


YANKEE STADIUM: Home field of the oft-times champion Baseball 
club New York Yankees. Maximum seating capacity of stadium 
90,000 persons. 
161st Street and Jerome Avenue, Bronx. 


HALL OF FAME: A colonnaded facade of pillars with busts and’ 
bronze tablets honoring the men who contributed to the ad- 
vancement of civilization. 

Campus of N. Y. University. West 179th Street and Sedgewick 
Avenue overlooking the Harlem River. Bronx. 


STOCK EXCHANGE: Trading floor for stocks and bonds. Pulse of the 
world’s economic conditions. 
Broad and Wall Street. 


FEDERAL HALL: Museum containing relics of General Washington 
and his era. Housed in the Sub-Treasury Building where Presi- 
dent Washington took his oath of office. 

Wall and Nassau Street. 


TRINITY CHURCH: Dates back to the Revolutionary days. George 
Washington and many distinguished men worshipped here. Its 
churchyard holds the remains of Alexander Hamilton, Robert 
Fulton and many others. 

Broadway and Wall Street. 


ST. PAUL’S CHAPEL: The oldest house of worship in the city. Its 
graveyard markers recount American history. 
Broadway and Vesey Street. 


CITY HALL: Here is administered the complex duties of the city. 
Offices of the Mayor and his staff. It also contains exhibits of 
paintings and furnishings of early American history. 

Broadway and Chambers Street. 


FOLEY SQUARE: An area encompassing many modern structures. 
Supreme Court, city, state and federal office buildings. 
Worth and Center Streets. 


LINCOLN CENTER FOR THE PERFORMING ARTS: New York’s newest 
cultural center is still under construction. Structures will be 
devoted to theatres of music, dance, opera and drama. 











TOWERING HIGH into the clouds, the Em- 
pire State Building is the tallest building in the 
world. Erected in 1931 the structure (102) stories) 
is 1470 feet high including the huge television 
tower. 
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EMPIRE STATE BUILDING 
AT NIGHT. a breath-taking 


view of the Empire State Building 
twinkling with a million lights 
merging with the stars in the sky. 
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BROOKLYN BRIDGE spanning the East 


River and connecting Manhattan and Brooklyn. 
It was erected in 1883 and is 6,016 feet long. 
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THE LOWER PLAZA in front of the RCA Building features 


the Prometheus Fountain and flower gardens. This is one of the most 
impressive sights in Manhattan. During the summer months the Plaza 
is used for dining out purposes and during the winter months as an 
ice skating rink. 

















STATUE OF ATLAS. This bronze 7 
ton, 45 foot high statue is more than twice 
life size and carries on its shoulders the 
largest armillary sphere ever to be cast. 
The sphere carries on its outer ring the 
twelve signs of the Zodiac and its axis 
points to the North Star.
